PARCC Student Registration

Process:

1. OSSE creates and uploads student PARCC
registration file (based on LEA enrollment audit
file, information LEAs gave us about paper vs.

computer, & SEDS when applicable) to Pearson
Access Next (PA).

2. OSSE creates user accounts for LEA contacts in
PA.

3. LEA users go into PA, download, edit as
necessary, upload. Deadline for edits:
November 17.




PARCC student registration

e Default registration for 8t graders will be 8th
grade math. If you are offering Algebra I, you’ll
need to change that record and re-upload.

e High school files will be based on roster
collections (reviewed at the end of this
meeting), so tighter review timeline.

 There will be opportunities for edits and short
adds based on student mobility after
November 17.




Directions for Accessing SRI in PA Next

 Choose Administration = Setup = Import/Export Data =2
Tasks = Import/Export Data > Student Registration Export

— Make edits, then import the new file using the same process.

e Ensure that any changes made to PBA administration are
also made in EQY. Files formatted the same.

e Consult “Student Registration File Field Definitions” to
format any changes. Available under “Support” in PA Next.

e Save source file as an Excel sheet to keep formatting with
leading zeros. Prior to each upload, save as Excel file, then
save as a .CSV to upload.

Creating Users (after SRI)

e LEA users will eventually need to create accounts
for school coordinators and/or tech and test

administrators
e Template for user uploads under support

e Recommended Permissions:

— School Test Coordinators: “School coordinator” base
role, “request additional order” and “sensitive student

data” add-on roles.

— Tech Coordinators: “School coordinator” base role,
“request additional order” add-on role.

— Test Administrators: “Test administrator” base role, no
add-on roles.

High School Roster Collections

e Edit your PARCC student rosters using instructions,

submit via FTP. Note that if a student is taking multiple
tests (i.e. math and ELA) there should be multiple
entries for that student. If you will be offering any
optional assessments (i.e. Algebra Il, ELA 1), those
students should also be noted on this file.

Populate student information according to the draft
business rules and instructions - if final rules differ
after feedback, students provided in the roster will be
removed prior to final registration.

Student rosters after business rules are finalized will be
the basis for annual test participation calculations

e Roster return due date (ASAP): 11/13

e Review SRI in PANext: Shortly after roster
return
e First deadline for SRI edits: November 17

— No PARCC student labels will be printed for
students registered after 11/20

e Edits can be made later after business rules
finalized and to account for mobility.
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
